The  Churches  Made  It 

In  lliis  issue  of  the  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord  is  carried  the  regular  quar¬ 
terly  financial  report  to  the 
churches.  The  report  indicates 
that  1431  churches  of  the  1704 
gave  something  to  the  world-wide 
program  of  Mississippi  Baptists 
during  the  past  six  months.  Only 
272  failed  to  give  anything  to  the 
Cause  of  Christ  outside  their  own 
churches.  It  is  an  encouraging  re¬ 
port  and  should  inspire  our  people 
not  jo  weary  in  well  doing. 

It  is  also  a  report  of  the  church¬ 
es.  They  made  it.  Secretary  Quur- 
les.  Treasurer  Lane  and  his  work¬ 
ers  have  simply  recorded  what  the 
people  sent. 

We  urge  Mississippi  Baptists  to 
study  these  figures  earnestly  and 
PRAYERFULLY.  Every  jiastor 
should  call  the  attention  of  his 
people  to  the  record  of  their 
church,  whether  it  be  good  or 
had.  If  good,  resolve  to  do  better; 
if  bad,  resolve  to  do  something. 

We  still  believe  that  every 
church  would  do  something,  little 
or  large,  if  someone  would  present 
the  matter.  Wc  are  no  wonder 
worker,  nor  do  we  possess  any 
magic  wand,  but  we  believe  that 
we  can  go  into  any  church  in  the 
slate  of  Mississippi  that  has  not 
given  to  the  Cooperative  Program 
during  t  h  e  present  Convention 
year  and  get  something.

“The  program  this  year,  in 
which  tlie  afternoon  session  was 
omitted,  found  favor  with  the 
messengers.  This  arrangement 
probably  contributed  to  tlie  har¬ 
mony  of  the  sessions;  for  three 
mg  sessions  a  day  are  hard  on 
,ne  nervous  system  of  people.  We 
trust  that  tlie  committee  on  order 
of  business  of  future  Conventions 
will  follow  the  precedent  set  at  Uie 
Houston  meeting.

Transition  Upward 

A  report  on  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  school  may  be  expressed 
again  in  the  word  transition.-  The  “new  era"  it  marked  by  many 
upward  trends.  Courses  of  study  are  raised  to  a  new  level,  all  dis¬ 
tinctively  graduate  level;  programs  of  study  are  expanded  to  offer 
unprecedented  opportunities  in  the  fields  of  Missions  and  Social 
Work.  Excerpts  from  President  Emily  LansdeU’s  tract.  The  Training 
School  Goes  Forward,  give  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  transition: 

“In  a  sense  already  it  is  a  new  school,  the  fine  tradition  of  the 
past  being  blended  with  the  present  as  the  program  is  extended 
and  men  are  added  to  the  faculty  and  admitted  to  classes  and  plans 
are  made  for  erection  of  the  new  wing  for  additional  classroom  and 
library  space.

quents  and  dependents,  with  the  underprivileged  financially,  mor¬ 
ally  or  spiritually,  for  associations!  missionaries  and  field  workers 
who  will  serve  with  minority  groups,  in  city  slums,  in  foreign 
•reas  ... 

“The  .  .  .  spbool  U  developing  a  program  of  advanced  mis¬ 
sionary  training  .  .  .  with  the  hope  that  it  will  attract  furloughed 
missionaries  and  overseas  missionary  candidates  who  have  already 
completed  their  basic  equipment  in  theology,  religious  education,  j 
human  relations  or  other  vocational  areas.
